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A  new  member  was  added  to  the  French  Lick  Faculty  when  Mr.  Paul  M. 
Howard  replaced  Mr.  R.  D.  Pratt  as  the  instructor  for  the  veteran's  agricultural 
training  program  in  February  of  this  year.  Mr.  Pratt  left  the  teaching  profession  to  go 
into  private  business  at  his  home  in  Tennessee. 

The  trainees,  who  become  eligible  under  the  G.  I.  Bill  of  Rights,  receive  a 
maximum  of  300  hours  of  training,  200  of  which  are  devoted  to  group  classroom  in- 
struction, 50  that  are  devoted  to  on-the-farm  group  instruction,  and  50  hours  of 
individual  instruction  that  is  given  on  the  trainees  own  farm  area.  Course  objectives 
include:  farm  records,  soil  conservation,  crop  rotation,  dairying,  livestock  production, 
and  implement  repair  and  maintenance. 

The  agricultural  program  was  instituted  at  French  Lick  on  October  1,  1948 
with  an  initial  enrollment  of  25.

The  National  Congress  of  P.  T.  A.  has  supplied  the  voting  power  and  citizen- 
ship education  needed  to  turn  the  tide  when  issues  affecting  the  welfare  of  our  schools 
and  our  children  have  been  at  stake. 

It  has  helped  to  keep  our  school  open  during  the  years  of  war  and  depression 
.  .  an  achievement  for  which  it  received  a  special  citation  from  the  National  Education 
Association. 

It  has  raised  millions  of  dollars  for  equipment  to  make  our  schools  more 
efficient  and  pleasant  for  our  teachers. 

It  has  published,  without  interruption  since  1906,  the  NATIONAL  PARENT 
TEACHER,  devoted  to  all  phases  of  youth  development.  Today  this  magazine  has 
the  second  largest  circulation  in  the  educational  field.'

In  service  to  its  SCHOOL  and  COMMUNITY: 

The  local  chapter  of  Tri-Kappa  maintains  a  scholarship  fund  from  which  loans 
are  made  available  to  qualified  graduates  of  F.  L.  H.  S.  for  higher  education.  To  date 
approximately  $2,000  has  been  used  for  this  purpose.

It  provides  aid  for  the  needy  in  the  form  of  food,  clothing,  fuel  and  other 
necessities  and  gives  milk  and  school  lunches  to  underprivileged  children. 

In  service  to  its  STATE : 

Tri-Kappa  state  organization  projects,  into  which  each  local  chapter  actively 
participates,  are  typical  of  the  motives,  ideals  and  morale  of  the  organization. 

Each  year  in  excess  of  $4,000  is  presented  as  outright  gifts  to  outstanding  high 
school  graduates  in  the  state  for  further  education. 

The  Hoosier  Art  Salon,  whose  paintings  by  Indiana  Artists  is  sponsored  by 
Tri-Kappa,  receives  a  $500  purchase  prize  for  an  outstanding  painting. 

Riley  Hospital  for  children  is  dear  to  the  heart  of  Tri-Kappa.  In  1924,  with 
a  gift  of  $10,000  a  complete  16  bed  ward  was  presented  to  the  hospital  and  is  com- 
pletely furnished.  Since  then,  gifts  are  continuous  in  the  form  of  electric  aspirators, 
dxygenaires,  toys,  clothing  and  other  hospital  equipment. 

The  Northern  Indiana  Children's  Hospital  at  South  Bend  was  presented  an 
aspirator  by  Tri-Kappa  to  be  used  in  polio  cases. 

$700  is  contributed  annually  to  the  support  of  the  Indianapolis  Symphony 
Orchestra.    Student  band  trips  to  the  concerts  have  been  provided. 
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Daughters  Of  The  American   Revolution 


The  National  Society,  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution,  was  organised 
in  1890  in  Washington,  D.  C.  Membership  is  composed  of  women  who  are  descended 
from  Revolutionary  soldiers  or  patriots.  Among  the  objectives  of  the  now  nation-wide 
organization  are  the  acquisition  and  marking  of  historic  spots;  marking  the  graves  of 
Revolutionary  soldiers;  collecting  and  preserving  historical  documents  and  relics;  com' 
piling  genealogical  records;  promoting  institutions  for  the  general  diffusion  of  know 
ledge;  fostering  love  of  country  and  cherishing  the  institutions  of  American  freedom. 

The  work  is  accomplished  through  the  medium  of  committees.  The  Good 
Citizenship  Committee  was  created  in  1934.  Its  goal  is  the  appreciation  among  young 
people  of  character  building  as  a  basis  of  good  citizenship.  Candidates  sponsored  by 
any  D.  A.  R.  chapter  may  be  entered  from  any  public  high  school.  A  senior  high 
school  girl  from  every  state  is  chosen  because  she  possesses,  to  an  outstanding  degree, 
the  fine  qualities  of  dependability,  service,  leadership  and  patriotism.  For  some  years 
the  annual  award  was  a  visit  to  Washington.  It  became  necessary  to  discontinue  this 
during  the  war  and  the  presentation  of  a  hundred  dollar  bond  was  substituted. 

Lost  River  Chapter  has,  for  some  years,  sponsored  the  contest  in  Orange 
County  and  more  recently  in  Crawford  County,  which  has  no  chapter  but  does  have 
members  belonging  to  the  Lost  River  Chapter. 

The  National  Society  owns  and  operates  two  schools  in  the  mountains  in  the 
South  and  gives  substantial  aid  to  others.  The  Society's  headquarters  are  in  Wash' 
ington,  D.  C,  where  it  owns  a  beautiful  group  of  buildings  occupying  a  city  block.
